Applicant notes with appreciation the receipt of a Notice of Allowance and 



Fee(s) Due dated April 20, 2009. Attached thereto is an Examiner's Statement of the 
Reasons for Allowance. It is asserted therein that "the prior art does not disclose an 
intense pulse light device having a light filter section aligned around the reflection 
mirror while forming a predetermined space therebetween and the flashlamp and the 
light filter section being relatively rotatable." It is axiomatic that a claim is properly 
allowable if the prior art fails to disclose or suggest a single aspect or limitation of the 
claimed invention.
